Mrs, Andrew Foy on the Witness 


Stand.

TOLEDO, December 22.—A novel peti- 


tion was today filed in the United States 
supreme court by the employes of tho 
Toledo, St. Louis & Kansas City rail- 
road, which has been in the hands of a 
receiver since May 22. 
The petition 


asks the court to allow the employes to 
receive living wiiges from the company. 
It is represented that since the appoint- 
ment of Receiver Callaway wages have 
liecn systematically reduced until at 
present it is impossible for some to pro- 
vide for their families. This is the first, 
action of the kind ever commenced, and 
the men say as the United States court 
would not allow the employes of the 
Ann Arbor road to strike last spring, 
they have appealed to it for justice 
rather than take chances of losing a 
strike and being out of employment for

from Huron yesterday, having in charge 
11 Mrs. Potts, who wag arrested on a 
charge of insanity, but upon an examin- 
ation here before the proper officers, tho 
complaint waa not sustained. 


It seems that Mrs. Potts is a resident 


of Los Angeles, having a son and some 
relatives liviir* in Kern county. Her 
story is that about u year ago she was 
up iu this county, and purchased a 
school section, No. 30, for which she 
paid $3400 to tho person who made the 
tiling, and agreed to assume tlie bal- 
ance due the state. 
She says she was shown the property 


by the owner, and that there was a 
house and barn and two springs on it. 
Tho records in the county recorder's 
oilice show that she purchased the land 
as claimed by her. 


A few days ago slie drove up from Los 


Angeles in a buggy, and arrived at a 
ranch in section 1 belonging to a well 
known bachelor named William Orr, 
located twelve miles east of Mrs. Pott's 
land. 
A bachelor Frenchman named John 


Camales was iu charge of tho place. 
Camules has long been engaged prim- 
arily in looking after the band of sheep 
and incidentally looking for a wife. 


However, when Mrs. Potts arrived she 


took possession of the house, occupied 
the Frenchman's bed and proceeded to 
refresh herself at the expense of his 
larder, and Oamales decided that he 
would occupy a box stall in the barn. 


He managed to get around and get 
imetbing to out, but his desire for 


matrimony gradually oozed out, as time 
went by. " Presently some one warned 
i that Mrs. Potto was armed with a 


gun. and Camalcs concluded to enlarge 
the boundaries of his bedchamber and 
removed to a largo straw stack and 
spent the night in tho top thereof.
